In' Bel- 
fast the rioting was resumed on an 'ex- 
tensive scale, followed by many 'casu- 
alties, The police .killed and injured 
last night are all Catholics, suaialnlng 
the Catholic allegation of an Orange 
plot against police officers supposed to 
be in sympathy with the Sinn Keln. 


After the orgy of organized mur- 


ders before last midnight, rioting broke 
out early this morning. The military 
with armored cars dispersed the mobs. 
Tho military Is now occupying the 
streets in anticipation of a resumption 
of trouble tonight. Hopes lo end the 
pogrom, ngalnsl the Catholics are now 
abandoned. The chnrge Is mndo that 
[he new trouble' is a deliberate plot

Tho trouble started at half-past 11 


o'clock, when the jiolico simultaneously 
attacked different parts of the town, 
ucludlng the nationalist district, where 
Constable Leonard was shot dead find 
others wounded. At t o'clock In the 
morning John flaynor. officially de- 
scribed as a well known Sinn i'einer, 
was shot dead at .his own door by a 
band of men, and a few minutes later 
John McFadden and Edward Treddon. 
also described as Sinn Fein.ers, were 
murdered at their, homes.

The general rioting'which followed 


was suppressed by the military, and 
armored cars assisted the police. There 
Is great .excitement and further trou- 
ble is regarded as inevitable.

Its program of industrial expansion, 
accordinc to Dr. W. J. Donald, of the 
American city consultants, who Is to 
speak tonight under the auspices of 
the chamber of commerce in Memorial 
hall. 
Tn an interview given out by 
Dr. Donald shortly after his arrival In 
Lowell, he cited Fred Mason of Niagara 
Falls, president of Hie Shredded Wheat 
company, as a type of the expanding 
manufacturer who favors the commun- 
Jty with an orderly arrangement .of 


residential commercial and industrial pavements: extra large sewers for in 


dustrlal waste: extra high pressure fir 
systems; enlarged water mains; spu 
cracks' over streets and sidewalks; ac 
cess to the river; closing of all stree 


districts. 


"Manufacturers 
throughout 
the 


country are taking a. keen interest In 
the zoning of cities." said Dr. Donald. 
"When they are looking for a location 
for a new-plant, they want a definitely 
established industrial 
district where 
the city can co-operate with industry 
in providing jointly those conditions 
which make it possible for industry to 
compete, and which give one'city ad- 
vantages over other competitors." 
Mr. Donald enumerated some of the 
Industrial 
district 'advantages con- 
nected with city planning. These Ad- 
vantages.1 he said, included absence of 
nearby residences, the owners of which 
often seek to prevent Industrial im- 
provements; wide and heavy hauling 


unnecessary to through traffic; lare 
building lots and blocks; high tensio 
power lines; proximity to f re[ght depo 
and team tracks, and adequate =tre 
car lines to care for ihe transportatlo 
of workmen.
